Vancouver, Dec. 1. Japanese Consul 
Shimezu made the following statement 
to the Colonist correspondent this morn- 
ing, in referring to Chief Justice Me- 
Coll's decision in the Japanese election 
case: "I do not see that Chief Justice 
McColl could give any other decision 
in the luce of the ruling of the Privy 
Council of Canada, ill the Union Col- 
liery v. Bryden ease, which, in effect, 
lays down that there must be the same 
legislative treatment accorded u natural- 
iced British subject as a born British 
subject. I have thought so from the 
first, and, of course, heartily approve of 
Chief Justice McCoU'e decision. I be- 
lieve there were three or four thousand 
naturalized Japanese fishing lust season 
on the Fraser river; probably more than 
half of these have gone to the. United 
States for the winter, as is their cus- 
tom. I believe any of these Japanese 
who are still here and have been resid- 
ing in the district, have, according to 
Chief Justice McColl's decision and the 
Dominion Election Act, a right to vote 
in the forthcoming election for the 
Houso of Commons. It goes without 
saying that, now Canada has given 
naturalization certificates to the Japan- 
ese referred to, they cannot be taken 
away again, and the holders must have 
the same political privileges as born 
British subjects. I do not know -whether 
one, a dozen or 500 will vote in the 
forthcoming election, but I do know 
that their naturalization papers entitled 
them to the same political privileges in 
this election as a voter who has his name 
already on the provincial list. 

"Alleged fraudulent naturalization is 
another question entirely. There may 
have been a number of fraudulent na- 
turalizations, but it must be remembered 
that nothing has been proved. A Jap- 
anese passport is not legal evidence of 
fraud, should the date seem to indicate 
that the holder has not resided tx sutll- 
cient time in Canada to become natural- 
ized. In any event, taking it for grant- 
ed that frauds have been committed, the 
innocent must not suffer for the acts of 
the guilty. A large number of Japanese 
have honestly complied with the law in 
obtaining certificates of naturalization— 
that is certain— and it is extremely dif- 
ficult to detect the fraudulently obtain- 
ed certificates. It is presumed, unless 
some means may be found to prove 
fraud against the holders of suspicious 
certificates, that all naturalization pa- 
pers officially issued must be recognized, 
so that holiest British subjects of the 
Japanese race may be certain of their 
political rights. 

Mr. Cumyow, a born British subject 
of the Chinese race, in speaking to the 
Colonist correspondent of the McColl 
decision, stated that himself and his 
brothers, all born British subjects, had 
voted in provincial elections for years; 
their names having been placed on the 
voters' list, but rather than create com- 
nunt, after this question has been rais-

ed, he would prefer not to exercise his 
franchise. Mr. Cumyow stated that 
there were some 250 naturalized Chinese 
in British Columbia, over a hundred of 
thorn residing in Vancouver. Ho be- 
lieved he could safely say that no na- 
turalized Chinaman would attempt to 
vote in the coming election for the 
House of Commons, for they realized 
that such an act would not only be in 
extremely bad taste under the circum- 
stances, but would antagonize political

.secure injurious legislation against the 
whole Chinese race, as far as their rela- 
tions with Canada was concerned. 

The judgment of Chief Justice McColl 
will not in any way permit voting ' of 
naturalized Asiatics in the pending fed- 
eral election, an the application, the re- 
fusal of which was appealed from, was 
to place a name upon the new voters' 
'list, which has no part in the present 
outest. There were no Japanese, Ohi- 
lese or other inelligibles upon the old 

liters' list, nor had application been 
made at any time to place them there. 
This point being clear, Deputy Return- 
ing Officer Duncan has emphasized, in a 
special direction to pbll clerks, that 
should any naturalized Asiatic attempt 
to vote, he will of co u rue hi? disappoint- 
ed.

London, Dec. 1. — A curious medley of 
topics has been engaging the attention 
of Great Britain this week, the uew 
kaleidoscope opening with Mr. Kruger's 
doings and sayings. These are still re- 
tailed fully, and seem to hold the audi- 
ence. 

Gen. Dewets victory nt Dewetsdorp 
has set the people talking. 

The redeeming feature of the week, 
from the British point of view, is the 
return of the ltoya) Canadian Regiment 
from South Africa, which affords the 
editorial writers a glorious opportunity 
for dilating on the solidity and splendor 
of the British Empire. 

How truly pathetic was the meeting 
of the Queen and her Canadian soldiers 
seems to have escaped the English 
papers. Sitting in a carriage, the Queen 
watched intently the men as tli«-y 
marched by, within a few feet of her. 
and she commenced her speech in brave 
tones. It was only a few words, but 
before it was finished the tears rolled 
down Her Majesty's face and her voice 
broke, and at the end it was almost a 
sub. It is not astonishing, therefore, 
that when Col. Otter replied it was 111 
trembling tones, and not one of the 
men whom he led into nearly fifty en- 
gagements felt ashamed of the grizzled 
Colonel because his cheek was wet with 
tears. Although so deeply affected, the 
Queen appeared to be enjoying her usual 
health. 

The Canadians this evening visited the 
Guildhall, where the Lord Mayor again 
addressed them, thanking them, in the 
name of the citizens of London, for their 
great sacrifices and the heroism they 
had shown on the battlefield. 

Col. Otter, replying, said it was a 
proud moment when the Canadian? were 
given the opportunity of testifying their 
loyalty and desire to serve the Queel 
and protect and uphold the honor of Hi 
Hag. The Queen, he added, might al- 
ways count on the loyalty of the Cana- 
dians. 

Lord Strathconn and Mount Royal, 
the Canadian high commissioner, fol- 
lowed with a few graceful words of 
thanks for the reception accorded the 
Canadians. 

The beer-poisoning epidemic at Alan 
Chester, which has so worked up the 
North of England, has now spread to 
London. The county council announces 
that it is taking active measures to pro- 
tect the community. The workingman 
now empties his pewter pint with more 
or less fear and trembling, and analysts 
are busy night and day or. .samples of 
the glucose and saccharine used exten- 
sively by the brewers. Many of these 
have been found to contain arsenic. In 
the Manchester and Liverpool districts 
there are already over a thousand 
patients and there have been nearly 70 
deaths due to a bad lot of glucose sup- 
plied to favorite local brewers, which 
caused peripheral neuritis, very similar 
to beri-beri. As n result of the agita- 
tion, the use of glucose will probably be 
restricted by legislation. 

QUARANTINE RAISED. 

Killeen Family in Nanaimo Are Free 
of Disease. 

Nanaimo, Dec. 1. — (Special) — The 
quarantine on the Killeen family was 
raised to-day. .

Shanghai, Dec. 1.— Chinese officials 
here are alarmed at the reports that the 
allies meditate an expedition into the 
Yang Tse Kiang valley, and there is 
renewed activity on the defences. 
Munitions of war, including twenty 200- 
pouud guns, and coin from the mints 
have been sent from Shanghai to the 
Kiang Yin forts. 

Pekin, Dee. 1.— The British, German 
and United States ministers met this 
morning in conference. Though the 
ministers refused to discuss the object 
of the meeting, it is generally believed 
that Mr. Conger requested their pres- 
ence on receiving a message from Wash- 
ington affecting positions in the joint 
agreement. 

Li Hung Chang has received a de- 
spatch from the court, which has agreed 
either to behead or otherwise kill Yu 
Hsien, formerly governor of Shan Si, 
who personally killed many Christian's. 
The Emperor will send Yu Hsien a silk 
cord, which is an Intimation that he 
must hang himself. 

Mr. .Tames Ragdale, United States 
consul at Tien Tsin, reports increasing, 
activity among the Boxers in the neigh- 
borhood of that city. 

Berlin, Dcc.v 1.— Germany lias not in- 
dicated a disposition to modify her de- 
mands for the punishment of the guilty 
Chinese officials, since she does not yet 
know what the different powers want. 

"Germany, above all," an official said,, 
'wants harmony of action. Germany 
foresaw the note formulated by the Pe- 
kin ministers would not be accepted en- 
tirely by all the powers. We have to- 
admit that several of the powers, in- 
cluding Russia, desire a change in sev- 
eral of the provisions. The whole mat- 
ter is still involved in great uncertain- 
ty, so that it is impossible to predict 
what form that the final agreement will 
take." 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press interviewed to-day the Chinese 
minister, who said: "There cannot he a 
question of the execution, of Prince 
Tuan or Gen. Tung Full Slan, who are 
still in control of the court. They both 
keep the Emperor and Empress vir- 
tually prisoners. 

"The court is unable to go to Pekin, 
even if inclined to do so; besides, the 
long journey from Sinn Fu to Pekin, 
now that the snow is on the ground, i.s 
almost impossible with the vehicles in. 
use In those primitive districts. 

"Starving out the court is not feasi- 
ble. The allies will be unable to carry 
out such a measure. Even if it were 
possible, the provinces would rise in a 
body to the court's defence. 

"The worst feature is that the court 
has lost confidence in Li Hung Chang 
and Prince ('lung, who demonstrated 
their impotence to deal properly with 
the invading powers. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is certain the Chinese 
troubles cannot be adjusted before 
spring or summer." 

Baron von Wangcnneira's assertion in 
the reichstng, that Emperor William is 
misinformed, is still discussed by the 
press. The Cologne Volks Zeitung says,, 
editorially, that it is notorious that His 
Majesty does not read the papers re- 
presenting the various parties, but only 
daily extracts made by personal em- 
ployees. 

"Thus," the paper adds, "depending 
entirely upon the personal prejudices of 
his entourage, he sew only such clippings 
as his entourage wants, and is neces- 
sarily getting wrong impressions."

S. in 1880. After leaving college he 
entered journalism, and ns a financial 
authority he gained a high reputation. 
He began writing poetry ns a boy for 
amusement of his schoolmates, and bis 
first volume, "Fleur do Lys," published 
in 18S7, gave him nt once n position as 
a poet. He since published several 
volumes of poetry of great merit, and 
in 1S97 was chosen to read the inaugural 
poem at the unveiling of the national 
monument to Sir John Macdonald at' 
Ottawa.]

The tirst despatch from Gen. Kit- 
chener in his capacity of commander-in- 
chief of the Uritisli forces iu Smith 
Africa, dated Bloeinfouteiu, November 
30, confirms the reports cf lighting be- 
tween Gen. Pilcher and Gen. Dewet, as 
cabled on November 2!), and adds the 
latest reports regarding Gen. Knox being 
in touch with Gen. Dewet's force. 

Gen. Kitchener also reports that Gen. 
Paget whs lighting on November 28 and 
21) with the Viljoen and Erasmus com- 
mandoes, and that he drove them to a 
position in the vicinity of Uietfontein. 

The British casualties were heavy. 
Col. Lloyd and live other officers were 
wounded, live men were killed and fifty 
wounded. 

During a course of sight-seeing in the 
metropolis to-day, the members of the 
Royal Canadian Regiment were received 
at the Mansion House by the Lord 
Mayor and Corporation.

MUCH BETTER. 

Czur Continues to Improve in Health 
Daily. 

Yalta, Dec. 1.— The condition of the 
Emperor this afternoon is satisfactory. 
The decline in his temperature since 
Sunday is expected as being the result 
of a diet of extract of beef and milk. 
His physicians are satisfied with the 
progress he has made, and if no compli- 
cations supervene, the daily bulletin of 
his condition will be discontinued 
shortly. His Majesty is entering the 
period of convalescence. A nurse and 
his body physician are in constant at- 
tendance, but the Empress lias not 
censed her watchful care, and is attend- 
ing personally to the wants of her hus- 
band. 

In spite of the strain. Her Majesty 
shows no signs of fatigue, and enjoys 
good health. She looks remarkably 
well. The Czarina lias submitted to 
her all urgent state affairs, so that any 
communication for the Emperor passes 
through her hands. Nobody sees the 
Czar except the Empress ami the physi- 
cians.

JAPAN'S NEW MOVE. 

Withdraws Assent to Prevention of 
Importation of War Material. 

London, Dec. 1.—" The Japanese con 
sul here," says the Shanghai correspond- 
ent of the Daily News, " acting under 
instructions from Tokio, lias withdrawn 
his assent to the consular proclamation 
forbidding the importation of articles 
used in the manufacture of war ma- 
terials. This action has caused general 
surprise. It is rumored that the Chi- 
nese are actively purchasing arms and 
munitions, and the customs ollleials art) 
conniving at the passage of false 
declarations, under official instruc- 
tions." 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Times, -wiring yesterday, says: " Re- 
ports of uneasiness at Tien Tsin con- 
tinue. Chinese regulars and Boxers are 
believed to be returning to that district 
secretly, and a renewal of trouble is 
feared when the port is closed for the 
winter." 

Paris, Doe. 1. — At a meeting of the 
cabinet this morning, the minister of 
foreign affairs. M. Delcassc, announced 
that the Christians had re-r-nterod the 
towns they formerly inhabited in the 
province of Canton, district of Shim 
Tnk, escorted by French artillery end 
Chinese troops. Official notices, he 
added, hnd been posted in the villages, 
requesting the population not to disturb 
the Christians, and announcing penalties 
for further outrages. 

The Chinese authorities have been 
notified that they will be dismissed anil 
their goods confiscated in ease of re- 
newed troubles. The Chinese who are 
known to have been guilty of murder 
will be executed in the presence of 
French troops.

Paris, Dec. 1. — Mr. Kruger's journey 
this iifternoou through Northern France 
was attended by scenes similar to those 
witnessed at Marseilles ami Paris. At 
every station crowds gathered, waved 
handkerchiefs and cheered the train us 
is whirled along. Tile first stop wns at 
St. Quentin, at 3:40 p. in. The authori- 
ties, many senators ami members of the 
chamber of deputies and various dele- 
gations awaited the arrival of the train, 
which was greeted with cries for Kru- 
ger and the Boers. Kruger and Dr. 
Loyds appeared at the door of the car-, 
riage, saluted the crowds and received 
the authorities. 

At Erequelinnes fin enormous assem- 
blage tilled the station and greeted the 
traveller with enthusiastic acclamation. 
The president of the local Boer com- 
mittee read a long address, expressing 
sympathy with the Boers, and hoped 
tli'at the war would be terminated 
through arbitration by the signers of 
The Hague convention. 

At Jcumont the Paris Boer committee 
hade farewell to Kruger, who replied at 
some length, referring to the warmth of 
the welcome he had received and the 
strength of feeling exhibited in favor of 
the cause he was urging. He said lie 
hoped the new cry which he heard as 
he was departing from Paris, "Vivo 
Arbitration," would become the cry id' 
Europe. He declared he would not stop 
his work until the South African repub- 
lics had gained their independence. 

At Charleroi, the first step in Belgian 
territory, rigorous police measures had 
been taken to prevent the invasion of 
the station, but the people were stronger 
than the police, nnd rushed upon the 
platform. The train stopped for five 
minutes, and Kruger greeted the muss 
from the steps of the car. At Nnniur 
ll similar scene was enacted. 

Cologne, Dee. 1. — Kruger arrived here 
with the 11:150 p.m. train. A consider- 
able crowd has assembled nnd caused 
u dangerous crush. No official recep- 
tion hnd been arranged, nnd Kruger 
drove to the Cathedral hotel, the crowd 
cheering us he left the station nnd us 
he drove aione the route.

THE CONDOR'S VOYAGE. 

The Various Ports of Call, With Dates 
of Arrival and Departure. 

The Condor, having carried out her 
commissioned steam trials and also her 
turning trials without hitch, is now on 
her way to the Pacific. She will be nn 
acquisition to the fleet on the station, as 
the Pheasant, which she relieves, is 
smaller and less heavily armed than the 
Condor. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the Condor will be as success- 
ful us her sister sloop Rosario, which is 
now serving on the China station. The 
Rosario and Condor were the first 
sloops fitted with water-tube boilers, and 
neither has -given any trouble. Both 
are fitted with the Belleville type. 

The programme of the voyage of the 
Condor from Shcerness to Esquimau is 
as follows: Sbeerness, November 10; 
Portsmouth. November 11; Madeira, 
November 20; Las Palmas, November 
24; St. Vincent, December 2; Pernam- 
buco, December 18; Montevideo, Janu- 
ary 4; Sandy Point, January 20; Val- 
paraiso, February 2; Coquimbo, Feb- 
ruary !). She will leave the last-named 
port four days later for Esquimalt, via 
Acnpulco. 

TROUT HATCHERY. 

Mr. Stumbles Speaks of the Establish- 
ment at Salmon Ann. 

Considerable interest has been excited' 
in the Dominion fish hatchery at Shus- 
wap. near Salmon Arm, says the Nelson 
Tribune. Referring to this Mr. Stum- 
bles says: "The building is 170x35 
feet in dimensions, and will contain 90 
troughs for salmon culture and a num- 
ber of small troughs for trout culture. 
The building is completed outside and 
in. with the exception of placing the 
troughs in position and laying the 1.000 
feet of ^stee) pipe which conducts the

fresh water from the head of Granite 
creek over the spawning beds. The cost 
will be $11,000, and the capacity will 
be greater than the Fraser river hatch- 
ery, where from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000' 
eggs are frequently hatched at one 
time. The building is substantial, and 
is quite equal, if not superior, to any 
hatchery in the East, while it is not sur- 
passed by anything I have seen on the 
Pacific Coast. The marked scarcity of 
salmon this year has made it difficult to 
stock the hatchery, but the ova of the 
steelhead will probably be secured for a 
start in February. The period of incu- 
bation is about three months. The 
smaller troughs will be used for batch- 
ing such species of trout as may be 
thought, most desirable to cultivate. 
The impression somewhat general that 
trout hatched in the hatchery are neces- 
sarily to be deposited in the immediate 
vicinity is erroneous. The department 
makes provision to send these fry to 
any point where they can be safely 
transported, if proper representations as 
to the desirability of such action is 1 
made. Thus fry could be secured for | 
Kootenay lake without difficulty. Since I 
arriving in Nelson I have been ap- j 
proached with the object of securing a . 
salmon runway at Bonnington falls, but 
cannot see my way to recommend ae- 1 
tion in this direction. From what I \ 
j have seen of the country, and knowing 
I the hnbits of the salmon, 1 should say 
1 that an outlay along this line would only 
bring lish to the nets of the American 
fishermen on the Washington stretches 
of the Columbia. As far as the trout 
are concerned, it is a different matter, 
and n runway for trout would doubtless 
be a good idea."

POINT BLLIOIS BRIDGE. 

The views expressed by the Colonist in 
regard to the replacing of the bridge at 
Point Ellice by a permanent structure 
have been very favorably commented 
upon. It is notable that lit thu two pub- 
lic dinners given this week, favorable re- 
ference was made to the subject, and it 
may be recalled that, when His Worship 
the Mayor said, nt the American Con- 
sul's dinner, that he .thought the provin- 
cial government ought to bear a share of 
the cost, Mr. Turner responded with a 
hearty "Hear, hear." The claim upon 
the government is a reasonable one, 
especially in view of the fact that the 
city will shortly have to put its hands in 
its pockets aud provide funds for a new 
bridge across James Bay, so as to im- 
prove the approach to the Parliament 
Buildings. 

We think what is needed in a substan- 
tial steel structure. Probably it would 
cost something like S45,00O, and of this 
the government ought to pay at least one- 
third. For many reasons it is desirable 
that there should bo the best possible 
means of communication between the 
city aud Esquimalt. If the bridge were 
on the outskirts of the city, no one would 
raise any question as to the duty of the 
government to be at the whole cost, and 
surely the case is not altered materially 
by the fact that the structure will be ti 
short distance within the city limits! It 
is on a city street, but it is nlso on a 
provincial highway. Our HuggesLion to 
the City Council is that the general plan 
fcr a new structure should be decided 
upon, and the government should be ask- 
ed how much it will contribute towards 
the cost.

VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

"A British Matron" writes to us, say- 
ing: 

I think your remarks in to-day's pa 
per (November 30) re the desirability of 
advertising Vancouver Island more ex- 
tensively very necessary. As one who 
has only arrived from England within 
the last few months, 1 can truly say that 
it is astounding how very little is gen 
orally known iu the Old Country about 
British Columbia, and Vancouver Island 
in particular, even by well informed, edu- 
cated people. 

At the time of our departure, the local 
papers announced that we had set sail 
for "Vancouver, an island off the coast 
of North America." We were told we 
should be frozen up in winter, as Van- 
couver Island was near to Klondike. 
Some of my lady friends were most sin- 
cere iu their expressions of pity for me. 
"going to such a rough, wild, uncivilized 
part nf the world." 

I could obtain very little information 
an to what Victoria was like, physical!; 
and socially, from our literature on th 
subject, and now that I am here, I could 
do with many little "effects" of civilian 
tinn, that I was led to dispose of, as be 
ing of no use in these "wild parts." 

I uni sure if our friends were to com< 
and visit us, they would open tueir eytv 
when they saw what manner of "wild 
fowl" the savages are in these parts 
and a little general enlightenment on th< 
subject would edify the world ill largi 
and people would come and see for them 
selves what a fair laud it is and what : 
goodly place to live in. 

We give this letter special prominence 
because it is so very timely. Many peo 
pie right here in Victoria think the cit; 
and thu Island are already very wel 
known. There could not be n greatei 
error. We have had several press ex 
eursions to these parts, and '.hose pcopli 
who associated with the visitors when 
lit re, will tell you that almost every one 
of them was profoundly ignorant before 
coming as to what the place was like iu 
any way. The members of the British 
Association, who Were here a few years 
ago, almost to a man confessed their ut- 
ter surprise at what they saw and heard. 
Many of them said that a mistake had 
been made in their itinerary, for they 
should have been given more time to 
Study this great island. 

The proper advertising of this Island, 
of whose potential greatness more and 
more is learned every day, will call for 
the liberal use of printer's ink, We do 
not like to appear to have any sinister 
motive in urging this subject, but it is 
only a matter of business to mention 
that the New Year's edition of the Col- 
onist will deal with Vancouver Island 
matters, and will afford an excellent 
means of making its advantages known 
to the world.

We do not say it is Impossible for a 
man to kneel down by an untilied field 
and pray, with the result that the field 
will be covered with a ripe crop of grain 
forthwith. Neither do we say that it is 
impossible for a man, whose bouse is on 
fire, to bring about the extinguishment 
of the flames by the simple act of faith. 
Some very extraordinary things have 
been accomplished seemingly in answer 
to prayer. We say seemingly, because 
it is manifestly impossible to prove that 
a thing which has happened would not 
have happened but for prayer. We lire 
quite ready to admit that there are 
eases where the sick have been healed 
by the efficacy of prayer. Indeed, we 
do not find the least difficulty about ad- 
mitting that, of all the forces at the 
disposal of mankind, the prayer of faith 
is the most potent. But we live as com- 
plex creatures, living in a complex uni- 
verse, and we are sure to make all man- 
ner of errors if we fail to take note of 
this complexity. If a man should Ret! 
his house taking fire and should pray 
instead of throwing on a bucket of 
water, which was at hand, he would 
certainly be a fool. A story is told of 
a sailor who was In a boat with two 
ministers, one of them a large and 
powerful man, the other small and 
weakly. The danger of being carried 
on the rocks was imminent, nnd the big 
minister said: " Lot us pray." But 
the sailor said: "No, parson, you row; 
let the little fellow pray." We think 
this is sound sense and sound theology. 
We are told in the Epistle to the He- 
brews that Noah built the ark by faith, 
but the story of the vessel as related in 
Genesis shows that it was a very heavy 
contract, and that Noah did something 
more than pray before he gol it finished. 
The same writer to the Hebrews tells 
us about Gideon, Barak, Samson, David 
and others who did great tilings by 
faith; but when you turn back to the 
Old Testament for particulars, you will 
find that they did a great, deal more 
than pray. David may have killed 
Goliath by faith, but he employed his 
skill with the sling for the purpose of 
doing so. We can imagine the young 
fellow marching out full of faith in his 
ability to smite the giant to the ground. 
Doubtless he prayed after his own 
fashion, but if he did. his petition was 
not that God would strike Goliath dead, 
but that he, David, might speed his 
missile with the strength nnd sure aim, 
which he had been able to exercise on 
other occasions. He succeeded by faith, 
hut it was a faith backed up by skill. 

Cod has given men the faculty of 
faith; but they have other faculties as 
well, and the purpose of the Creator is 
that all the faculties shnl! bo employed. 
To use faith without common sense is 
as nbsurd as to employ common sense 
without faith. But this is, after all, not 
a very valuable observation, because the 
one cannot be intelligently employed 
without the other. Why should a man 
apply to Omnipotence to work a miracle, 
when by a little effort on his own part 
he can accomplish what he desires'.'

Northern Pacific Liner Energla 
to Load a Large Quantity 
To-day. 



Tees Reaches Port From the 
North — Other Marine 
Notes, 



Steamer Tees came in last night from 
the Fraser, where she has been discharg- 
ing salmon since arriving from the 
North. She brought about 2,800 cases 
to Victoria and 80 tons of salmon, load- 
ed at Steveston, for shipment to Japan 
by the Northern Pacific liner Energla 
to-day. The Tees had few passengers 
from the North. Included among these 
were Charles Todd, Indian agent, and 
wife, and Miss Downing, his niece, from 
Metlakntla; Constable Cox, of the pro- 
vincial police, who has been to Port 
Simpson in connection with the recent 
mail robbery at the Skeena; II, Hall, 
of the Hudson Bay Co. at Port Simp- 
son; Ii. Strak, a Victorian, who has dis- 
covered a promising galena-lead proper 
ty on Dundas island, and several can 
nory men. 

Three prisoners were brought down 
from Mansett. These were, Timothy 
James, H. Spencer and J. Young, In 
dians. They were brought down by 
Steward Craig and taken to the provin 
eial jail, to await trial for housebreak- 
ing at Massett. They are accused of 
entering the residence of Mr. Wardrop 
and taking n quantity of canned goods 
and other things. They were taken to 
^3kidegate when arrested, and brought 
before Mr. Tennant, magistrate there. 
They pleaded guilty and were committed 
for trial. 

Mr. Morrel, who is campaigning in the 
North, was taken up as for as Port 
Simpson. There he chartered tho tug 
OhiefUuin, on which he was going to 
Namu and Bella Coola. Capt. Steele, 
pilot of tho Tees, was taken ill on the 
down trip, and was landed at Vancou- 
ver and taken to the hospital there, suf- 
fering from typhoid fever. 

Tho trip has been a very stormy one. 
Crossing from Skidegate to Port Simp- 
sou, heavy southeaster were encounter- 
ed. In Queen Charlotte sound, also, 
very heavy weather was met with. 

The Tees in to be tied up for some 
time, to be overhauled, and the steamer 
Willnpa, which has been overhauled 
since she last was in service, is to be out 
on her run, leaving for Naas and way 
ports to-morrow night. 

THE ENERGIA COMING. 

Will Eond More Salt Salmon at the 
Outer Wharf To-day For 
Japan. 

Steamer Euergia, of the Northern Pa- 
cific line, will arrive from Tacoma this 
morning, on her way to the Orient, and 
after loading another large consignment 
of salt snlmon at the outer wharf, will 
sail for Japan to-night. When on her 
way in, tho Euergia stayed over here 



and loaded a large amount of this salt- 
ed fish, and now there is more at the 
outer wharf for her. The Tees brought 
80 tons down last night, which will be 
discharged this morning, -and the steam- 
er Lapwing came down with a full car- 
go, which will also be put on the Euer- 
gia to-day. There is little other freight 
here for the Northern Pacific liner. A 
number of Japanese are awaiting to take 
passage to their home-land by her. 



FROM NOME. 

Steamer Centennial For Seattle • With 
Steamer Santa Anna in Tow. 

Steamer Centennial passed up tho 
souud yesterday afternoon .with the 
steamer Santa Anna in tow, from Cape 
Nome. Considering the fact that she 
had to tow almos't as large as herself, 
the Centennial has made good time from 
Dutch Harbor, from which port she sail- 
ed on November 21. The Centennial 
has about 250 passengers, the last crowd 
to arrive from Cape Nome this winter. 
Among the passengers are Duncan 
Clarke, the local stevedore, and W. Hur- 
die, of the Yorke Lighterage Co. These 
are the last arrivals from Nome, outside 
of the crew of the tug Sadie, which is 
the only other craft that will arrive from 
Nome this winter. 



VICTOIUAN FOIl SKAGWAY. 

The Frstwhile Victoria Liner Goes on 
tho Lynn Canal ltoute on 
Thursday Next. 

The steamer Victorian enters the Se- 
attle-Lynn Canal run December 0. 
Though at this time she is scheduled for 
but two or three rounjl-trip voyaged, 
pending repairs to the City of Seattle, it 
is probable that the Victorian will re- 
main permanently on the Northern route. 

Manager Stewart, of the Washington 
,t Alaska Steamship Company, stated 
yesterday that even though she with- 
draws in January, she will be again put 
on the Lynn Canal route early in March, 
and operated in conjunction with the 
City of Seattle.

Public opinion is in favor of the : 
way bill, and the feeling that great 
benefits are to be obtained therefrom 
by the people of Victoria has been 
lately proved by the very large vote for 
it; nnd when we question as to who 
formed the voters and property-holders, 
a large proportion will bo found to be 
women.

Whatever may be the arguments 
proposition to give woman her political 
which can be advanced against tbe 
freedom, wo believe we must ask our- 
selves on this, as on all other questions, 
JJjJyJ if there is u principle of right or wrong 
;jy I involved, if tlrSrc is not a sense of jus- 
l-IPVi tice that should turn the scale, and if it 
142%i is tfue that the education, the responsi- 
bility, the property law, and a thousand 
other questions, must force us to the 
conclusion that the time has come when 
BUeh freedom must be Kiven to women, 
nnd such responsibility entrusted to 
them. 

We have been proud of our New Zea- 
land soldiers; they come from a female 
suffrage land, and the a gent-general of 
New Zealand, Hon. W. P. Reeves, says 
" it has come there to stay, nnd in full 
working order." We do not think there 
is a single argument worth considering 
urged against female suffrage. We urge, 
j^JjM as a great mathematician is fabled to 
have said of "Paradise Lost," " it is 
there, but what does it prove'.'" 

After women voted for the railway 
by-law, things arc very much as they 
were in social life; they simply walked 
a little further from their shopping, and 
it was done in a few minutes, orderly 
and quietly, and the by-law is satisfac- 
torily passed for the good of the town, 
swelling the majority to such propor- 
tions as will ensure its success in fur- 
ther legislation, and a triumph for the 
supporters of this great and good under- 
taking. 

Our civilization is built up on the 
united efforts, physical and moral, of 
men and women. Neither can say of 
the other, " I have no need of thee."

"There are 
many cstabTishmcntR in which Chinese 
are employed almost exclusively," says 
the Economist, "the proprietors of 
which do not attempt to disguise the fact 
that the reason they hire such help is 
that it is cheaper than white labor. 
From such quarters no valuable infor- 
mation is likely to be obtained. The 
Chinaman works longer hours and 
cheaper than the wbiteman, and that is 
why John is in such demand — with some 
people. 

* * * 

The Trades Council has every reason 
to be satisfied with the result so far 
from the circulars soliciting information 
on the Asiatic nettle. A return of one 
iu five was anticipated, but better has 
occurred, one in three lias been return- 
ed, and it is expected that more will fol- 
low. The circulars were addressed to 
those known to employ Chinese as well 
as to those who do not. Surprising as it 
may appear, replies have been received 
from a number of linns employing 
large forces of Chinese and Japanese, 
furnishing -the' information asked fur. In 
some instances considerable trouble has 
been gone to in placing the council in 
possession of facts and figures: while 
in other cases approval of the scheme is 
manifested'by the interest taken in pre- 
paration of statements, the making of 
suggestions and expressions of opinion. 
On the whole, the circulars, it is be- 
lieved, will be a means of placing before 
the Itoyal Commission a true and im- 
partial expression of opinion on Chinese 
and Japanese immigration of the peo- 
ple most interested. It is desired that 
thoso Who have not yet returned the 
letters will do so as early as convenient, 
so as to permit of early compilation. 
-J- * * 

Another circular-letter is being sent 
out seeking information, suggestions and 

.expressions of -opinion from the wage- 
earner's point of view on Chinese and 
Japanese immigration. Any person 

.desirous of giving information and who 
has not received a circular, will have 
one mailed to him if he sends his ad- 
, dress to the -secretary of the Trados 
Oouncil.

Conservative administration they ad- 
vanced 55 per cent, and wove reduced 
05 per cent. ^ ^ 

The deeds of some men are known 
further than their names, and vice versa. 
But to think any one on the continent of 
Europe should give a labor agitator the 
fame rightly lielonglag to Bobbie Burns 
passes all understanding. A newspaper 
published io Paris, called the Siecle, is 
guilty of this act. nevertheless. It says: 
"The cult of John Burns, which has 
had suc h a vogue ilnring recent years in 
England, shows no sign of diminishing. 
Forty-four thousand enthusiasts made a 
pilgrimage during the month of Septem- 
ber alone to the collage of Burns, and 
57.000 passed before his monument. On 
one day alone 2,410 visitors were re-

Henry George, jr., asked the difference 
between voluntary arbitration and com- 
pulsory arbitration replied in the Phila- 
delphia North American : 

"1 should say that voluntary arbitra- 
tion occurs where the parties in 1111 in- 
dustrial difference come together for 
conference and peaceful settlement, call- 
ing, if necessary, upon a third person. 

who shall lie ngr tblo to both, and 

who shall therefore be impartial, the 
original condition, however, being tlint 
the arbitration shall be brought about 
freely or -without compulsion of either 
disputant, or at least of further compul- 
sion than merely public opinion imposes, 
and that the finding of the court Or tri- 
bunal or persons engaged in examining 
the merits of I he case and pronouncing 
judgment shall net be accompanied by 
penalties for the refusal of either dis- 
•putant to accept the settlement. 

•'Compulsory arbitration is where the 
civil body steps in under organic or 
statute law anil compels the disputants 
to submit their differences to examina- 
tion, and then compels them to accept 
the findings of the examiners, under pain 
of fine, imprisonment, or both. 

"The advantage of voluntary arbitra- 
tion is thought to be chiefly that it gives 
publicity to the grounds of the matter 
in dispute— that is. that its strips the 
subject of nil passion and puts before 
the world the bare and naked facts— 
and that then the people at huge pass 
judgment and to greater or le--s extent 
form a tacil or open policy, which is at 
'times strong enough to compel accept- 
ance of the findings and peace. 

"In New Zealand compulsory arbitra- 
tion has been tried with the effect that 
it is now called 'a land without strikes,' 
but that is a small country and what 
may work well there may not work at 
all in a large country."

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St John's Presbyterian church was 
crowded 011 Sunday evening, November 
11 to participate in the memorial ser- 
vice in memory of the late ^tenant 
Blanchard. one of the bravest of the 
Canadians who have given their lives 
for Queen and country. All present 
were deeply interested in the splendid 
service. 

While the congregation was assem- 
bling, the organist, Prof Hatchings 
played "Batiste's Andante" m h and 
"The Dead March in Saul. 

The choir sang fur an opening selec- 
tion "One Sweetly Solemn '1 bought 
(Ambrose) the pasto- following with a 
few scripture sentences— "lake as a 
father pitieth his children so the Dord 
uiticth them that fear Him, and others 

The pastor (Rev. Henry Dickie) offered 
a brief invocation, in which he said 
that beneath the deep shadow of death 
we find the power of a love older than 
the world, and which in all times of 
trouble will enfold us in the loving 
arms of the Lord of Heaven and the 
earth. His prayer was that this alllje- 
lion might be sanctified to the good tuf 
all.

The pastor then asked the congre- 
gation to stand and assist him in 

UNVEILING THE TABLET 
which is placed on the south wall, near 
the southwest inner door. It was cov- 
ered with the flag for which the Lieu- 
tenant so bravely fought, anil as ii was 
removed and the tablet exposed to view 
the congregation were asked to sing 
"God Save the Queen." This was fol- 
lowed by a prayer of dedication, and the 
inging of hymn 328. 

While the offertory was being taken 
up the organist gave a beautiful volun- 
tary "Jerusalem, the Golden." with vari- 
ations (Spark) a duct following by Mrs. 
Geo D Geldert and Mr. J. \V. Curry 
— "The Invisible Land," (Leslie) which 
was capitally rendered. 

The pastor's address followed. 111 
which some interesting details were 
given of the life and death of the brave 
soldier whose memory was thus being 
honored. He said: 

The universal rejoicing with which 
the Canadian soldiers have been receiv- 
ed back from the war in South Africa, 
has been chastened by the thought that 
some were not there to receive the great 
welcome, that upon the far-away South 
African veldt there were men left be- 
hind who would never more behold the 
bright faces of 11 loving family circle. 
It is to honor one of these missing ones, 
who, in obedience to duty's call, went 
from ourselves, and who now rests, 

"Asleep on Africa's "Tiroail breast," 
nnd to dedicate to his memory this brass 
tablet, that we are met in this service 
to-night. Wo feel it is most fitting that 
something of this kind should be done. 
His family is debarred, of course, 
through distance, from setting up any 
monument over his grave and conse- 
quently when permission was asked to 
erect a small brass tablet to his mem- 
ory in the church, the session most 
gladly and unanimously acceded to the! 
request, and at the same time recorded 
their deep sympathy for the bereaved 
family, and expressed their high appre- 
ciation of the noble service rendered by 
Lieut. Blanchard in so seU-sacriticingly 
laving down his life for his Queen and 
country in defence of the rights of the 
oppressed. 

I regret very much that 1 had not the 
privilege of personal acquaintance with 
Lieut. Blanchard, aud for this reason I 
l'ecl that there are others here who 
could discharge better than 1 can, the 
duty which devolves upon me in con- 
nection with this occasion, But as I 
have the honor of being the pastor of 
the church in which the deceased was 
baptized, and where he always wor- 
shipped when at home, aad in which 
the tablet, to his memory has been 
erected it seems fitting that the task 
should fall to me. From the material 
which I have been able to secure I will 
endeavor, in the briefest way. to outline 
his life and then to indicate some of the 
lessons which the closing part of it, 
that led to his supreme sacrifice, sug- 
gests. 

Lieutcnnnt Monson Goudge Blanchard 
was born in Windsor, N.S.. January 
24. 1804. He received his early educa- 
tion in the Windsor public school and in 
the collegiate school of this place. In 
1SN0 he matriculated into King's col- 
lege, hut instead of taking the course 
there, he entered the Agricultural col- 
lege at Guelph. Ontario, from which be 
took his diploma in 1883. His aptitude 
for veterinary work displayed in his 
course there at the Guelph Agriculture 
college led to his entering the Montreal 
Veterinary college, affiliated with Mo- 
Gill, from which he graduated in 1885. 
He first practised his profession as a 
veterinary surgeon in Lewiston, Maine, 
in 1885, but after a few months he re- 
moved from there to Victoria, B.C. In 
Victoria he had the position of govern- 
ment inspector of the animals imported 
into British Columbia, which duty he 
performed until he left for South Africa. 

All his life he had taken a great in- 
terest in military matters, and during 
his residence at Guelph college he serv- 
ed in the Ontario Field Battery. In 1881 
lie joined the 5th Hegiment in A ictorm 
as a gunner, and went through the prl- I 
vnte and non-commissioned ranks. . and 
was company sergeant-major when in 
1804 he took a commission ns lieutenant. 
A year later he was appointed captain 
of No. 2 company nnd in 1806 was ap- 
pointed adjutant, which position he held 
until he sailed for South Africa 

He assisted in recruiting the !• irs. | 
Canadian Contingent at ^ ictoria. and a | 
large number of those who volunteered 
from there were from the old artillery ( . 
company. The command of A com-, 
panv wns given to him and he brought 
the "Victoria and Vancouver men across 
the continent, but when they joined the 
rest of the recruits of "A" company I 
from Winnipeg, Major Arnold as senior, 
officer was given the command and Capt. | 
Blanchard topk the place of senior lieu- | 
tenant. Capt. Arnold was killed at the 
first battle of Pmirdeberg. anil the com- , 
mnnd then devolved on Lieut. Blanchard. . 
which position he held until his death. 

With one or two exceptions he was 
present nt all the engagements 111 which 
the contingent took part, and had the | 
reputation of being one of the coolest 
and most intrepid of the officers. \S hen- 
ever volunteers were asked for anv ex- , 
irnordinarv duty he was always one of : 
the first to offer himself. A brief ex- j 
tract from the renort of Brigade-Ma inr 
Tnglefield of the 19th -Rrigude, of which 
the First Canadian Contingent formed;

You will all want to hear something 
of the way in which Lieut. Blanchnrd 
met his death, ami we are fortunate in 
being able, through the kindness or his 
orderly, Mr. E. Norman Hughes who 
was with him at the time, to bring the 
record of his life down to the very hour 
the curtain fell. The letter of this eve 
witness is dated Erste Fnbriken, near 
I retona, September 23, 1000, and runs 
as follows: 

"About the 14th of June, Lieutenant' 
Blnnchnrd and I proceeded to rejoin the 
regiment which was at that time near 
Johannesburg. We reached Koodevnl 
on, I think, the fifth, where Capt. Mac- 
drmell of "<;'' company was awaiting 
his opportunity to rush up some stores 
for our regiment. As Mr. Blnnchnrd 
had col a very heavy kit ami a few 
boxes of provisions, etc.. lie thought be 
would wait until Capt. Maodonell could 
get trucks for his stuff and then both of 
them go up country together. 

"Well, nothing of importance happen- 
ed until the night of the 0th, when we 
were informed that the Boers who were 
but a few miles away wen- vcr; root- 
less. Capt. Grant, who was in charge 
of the station at that time telegraphed 
down to Kroonstad for reinforcement-'; 
which were promised io him. He was 
told to expect one battalion of infantry 
and one gun in the morning. With that, 
what few' of us who could be spared 
went off to sleep— the rest doing picket' 
duty around the station. 

"About a.m. I was awakened by a 
piece of shell which came clean through 
the room in which I had been sleeping. 
So T grabbed by rifle and bandolier, anil 
rushed out and found the Boers h.id 
surrounded us during the night and had 
sent in a message demanding our sur- 
render. Capt. Grant send word ha •!; 
that it was not his intention to surren- 
der without putting up a bit of a scrap. 
So the enemy opened up on us with one 
of their 12 pounders, the first shell from 
which killed Captain Gale, of the Kail- 
way Pioneers, and two men, and wound- 
ed three other men. It was this shell 
which woke me up. 

"Lieut. Blanchard had been up since 
about live o'clock working like a brick. 
He did not call me as he knew I wa ; s 
very tired after the previous day's work, 
building ti|i barricades, etc. He said to 
me when 1 got out, 'Hello! Hughes, we 
are going to have some more fun,' nnd 
I will admit I felt pleased at the pros- 
pect of another fight, as thing had been 
very quiet for me for some time pre- 
vious. 

"He seemed to be in his element there, 
going about from one part of the sta- 
tion to another, placing men here and 
there. 

"He gave Burnside (Capt. Macdonell's 
orderly) and myself a real good, lively 
place," and then came up to us himself 
and we lav together for about two hours 
and a half peppering at the Boers as 
hard as we could pelt. Then to our ex- 
treme disguest we had to move into the 
station once more as it got too warm, 
as the Boers put one gun and about 
forty lines on to us for our especial bene- 
fit: and von may be sure that as we had 
tiot even a blade of grass for cover we 
were having a pretty lively time. 

".lust as we got inside the barricades 
a shell burst right over us and tore the 
cheek off one of the Pioneers, and Lieut. 
Blanchard took my field dressing anil 
bound the poor fellow's face up in a 
most skillful manner, and I am pleased 
to say that the man was alive when 1 
left Capetown. 

"Then the Boers started In real earn- 
est. They had had three guns ror the 
best part of the morning, and as the 
Derbv Militia had surrendered they 
brought up a fourth, so they had us hi 
every direction. We stuck to it for two 
hour's longer and, when the Boers were 
bringing Up a fifth gun we threw up the 
sponge. The last shell fired before we 
put np the white flag hit poor Mr. 
Blanchard. He had been working aw- 
fully hard all the morning and told me 
that he was afraid it was all up with 
us and that he thought, judging fro... 
the number of killed and wounded, that 
it would be practically murder to hoi- 
out any longer, when the shell bu st 
over our heads and knocked him down. 

"He was standing where there was no 
cover, and was superintending the (tig- 
ging of 11 shelter to put the wounded in 
for safety when lie got it himself. He 
did not lose consciousness for a moment, 
but told us how to dress him and how 
to catch hold of him in the coolest man 
ner imaginable. He asked for a cigar- 
ette nnd said laughingly. "Hughes my 
boy I'm safely wounded." His cheer- 
fui wav and his laughing became infec- 
tious, and although I felt very glum at 
first he soon had me laughing nnd talk- 
ing as if nothing had happened. _ 

"Well the Yeomanry Field Hospital, 
which was most, fortunately on the 
march to Pretoria, came up on the spot, 
and Mr. Blanchard was carried into an 
ambulance wagon. I was told by Capt. 
Maodonell that I would be allowed to 
go with him, but a field cornet ordered 
me to fail in with the rest of the prison- 
ers to be marched over to their anger. 
I made as if I was going then when he 
was not looking I slipped I back and got 
into the same wagon as Mr. Blanchard 
and covered myself with a blanket and 
so got into the hospital safely. 

"We arrived there all right, and all 
the poo" fellows had their wounds dress- 
ed, nnd they wore put n, tents Mr 
Blanchard had a tent for himself nnd I 
staved with him night and day until wo 
had fo move down to Kroonstad. on the 
march to which place nt the first stop 
nenr Honing Spruit, Mr. Blanchnrd 
passed nway. 

"I reallv do not know." continues Mr. 
Hughes, "how to describe his last dnys 
He wns always talking about his Dad 
and worrying himself with the fear thnt 
von nt home would worry about him. 
He knew that the chances were only 
about even when he got me to write you 
the last letter, and I did not know 
whether I was doing right or not nt the 
time I wrote, but T respected his wishes 
s-n much thnt there wns nothing that I 
would not hnve done for him then. 



"It was not my intention to put in the 
letter anything about myself, so I 
omitted it ami he would not sign the 
letter, so I begged him to dictate K 
mildly, and even then ho gave me fur 
j more pruise than what I deserved, as 
' all 1 did was what any man in his com- 
I puny would have done for him. 

"Please forgive me if I have spoken 
too much about myself and not enough 
of my dear old Captain, but we were so 
much together that I cannot speak of 
him unless 1 mention myself occasional- 
ly. 

"The boys here all testify to his great 
coolness at Ilont Nek and numerous 
other places, (he never seemed to be up- 
set at anything) and wish me to ex- 
press to you their deep regret, and to 
assure you of their deepest sympathy." 

Such is the detailed and graphic ac- 
count which Mr. Hughes gives of Lieut. 
Blanchard's last days 011 earth. It is a 
record of which any man might well be 
proud. If obedience to duty, faithful- 
ness even unto death has ever been the 
mark of true soldiership, Lieut. Blanch- 
ard has shown himself worthy of his 
profession. An expedition might, be 
dangerous, a mission one of extreme 
delicacy, but there was no shrinking 
from cither, because for this loyal officer 
duly was the supreme consideration. 
My brothers, from what point of view- 
do you look at your work? Is it a hard 
task that you must get through, and 
the sooner it is over the better, or do 
you look at your work us a duty, as a 
thing that has got to be done and that* 
you must do as well as you can'.' Or 
take your home. Do you look at your 
home as merely a place for you to go to 
in order that you may get quiet or 
comforts, and so forth, and sleep ami 
then do nothing more, or do you look 
at your home as yours — that you are 
the head n! it, you cave a responsibility 
by it. that you have to do your duty 111 
your home for your wife and for your 
children'.' When that is what home 
means to men how different a place i: 
is. Or take your recreations, your 
amusements. Are they only just to pass 
the time away, or are your amusements 
done by you because you know that they 
are good for you, and they make you 
better lifted to do your work after the 
play is over'.' Ann if this is true of 
earthly things, igy friends, what a dif- 
ference it makes in our religion accord- 
ing to the point of view from which w>; 
look at it! Oh. how it raises all our life 
if we did everything by saying, what is 
my duty? by saying, I must do this, 
though it will be very, bard to do it. 
though 1 may lose something by doing it. 

Of one thing I have a very strong 
conviction, and that is that the religion 
which is represented ill some Of the 
hymns — the sentiiuentalism, the relig- 
ious selffishness, and individualism, the 
religion of safety and comfort will not 
do. Safety! Is that the only thing the' 
Christian has to think about— his own 
personal safety V And safe from what? 
From Hell? And is this man going to 
sit for ever nnd ever in heaven, (bung 
nothing further than singing psalms ami 
playing a golden harp, while he knows 
that n large number of his fellow-men 
lie iu the pit of hell in misery and ngony 
forever and ever? And you call that 
man a Christian? You admire General 
Gordon and Baden-Powell, and you ad- 
mire this man, too? Y'ou call that man 
a saint, and von say <ie is fit for heaven? 
I tell von Christ will scorn such an one; 
they who reach heaven first will look 
upon such with utter contempt. If 
there is one thing certnin it is that such 
nn one who is thinking only of saving 
his own soul, escaping from labor and 
pain, indifferent to the fate of his fel- 
low-men. is as far us possible removed 
from the condition of being in 11 state of 
salvation. , . 

If we want to he saved we must be 
like Christ our Lord. I do not say wo 
can be as great and as strong as He is; 
but our growth heavenwards must be 
along the lines of His character. We 
must have something of His pluck. Ills 
perseverance. His tenacity of purpose 
His fearlessness in the face of II is 
enemies His absolute devotion to duly. 
His absolute devotion in the service of 
the brotherhood of num. And I reel to- 
night that the very humblest soldier in 
the ranks who gives his life for _his 
country is of more religious worth than 
the soif-complnccnt religion of many ol 
our churches. m . , , 

But not only does Mr. Hughes s ac- 
count of Lieut. Blanchard's last days 
show that he was faithful to duty but 
also that he did his duty cheerfully. 
\nd that means so much more. He III 
no wise checked the glndsomeness and 
even the frolicksomeness of Ins nature, 
but was just himself and allowed it to 
flow out in all he did. How much then 
is iii his laughing over Vlis own wounds, 
rind in a cheerful way talking as If noth- 
ing serious had happened. He evidently 
believed that this world of ours was 
meant to be enjoyed and not If™"™ 
over, that we were put here not to y 
nronnd with a long face on and inflict 
XV" with our troubles, but that our 
life should be a joy-quickening • thing - 
that it should make others brighter and 
gladder I wish we had more like him. 
It' would make life so much more pleas- 
ant and the world infinitely happier 
than it now is. . 

Then to mention just one thing more, 
how beautiful his humanity slimes out 
in the last act of his life— 111 the dress- 
ing of the cheek of that poor Kanwa.v 
Pioneer, and this seems to have been 
just of a piece with what was so often 
shown hv our troops in this war. I nnk. 
for example, of those two soldiers lying 
on each side of poor _ Paton who was 
wounded desperately 111 the thigh; and

Vou a re so very 
modern now, or, if I may say so, so go 
ahead. Vou have been doing excellent 
work as students of physical science, of 
philosophy, of engineering. Vou know 
bow to build steam engines without our 
help, you light your towns with elec- 
tricity. Shall I recommend to you the 
religion of the fire worshippers, who 
consider it wrong to blow out a candle? 

you see, we may strike 
out at once the Vedic religion, the 
Brahmauic religion, the religion of Zo- 
roaster and. I may add, tin- religion, the 
the Old Testament also. They are, all 
of them, too old fashioned for so new 
fashioned a race as your people. 

"You might try Mohammedanism, or 
Islam, which is, no doubt, a most ex- 
cellent religion. But what your coun- 
tryman have seen of it in China would 
probably fail to make any favorable im- 
pression on them or dispose them to list- 
en to the great claim which that pro- 
fession of faith undoubtedly possesses 
in its original form. Besides if you 
leave out some of the anomalies and 
excresences of that religion you would 
probably find that all that is good in it 
comes from Jewish, nay from Christian, 
sources. 

"Then what remains if you rule out 
Christianity as politically impossible in 
Japan? Nothing but "Buddhism, which 
is your own religon, or at all events the 
religion of the vast majority of the peo- 
ple of Japan and your nearest neigh- 
bors in China, Corea, Mongolia and Thi- 
bet. I can understand that Buddhism 
ns it now exists in Japan, in China and 
the adjacent countries has no attraction 
for an educated and thoughtful man like 
yourself. You call yourself a follower 
of Confucius, and you are evidently at 
perfect liberty to say so. in your own 
Cftuntry and to your own Buddhist 
friends or even Buddhist teachers, and 
if you follow his moral and political 
teachings you would be an excellent 
member of society nnd a most useful 
citizen. Only Confucius gives you hard- 
ly any dogma and vftry little of cult, nmf 
the people at large would require both— 
would, in fact, if their wants in that 
respect were not satisfied, soon produce 
a cult of their own, and dogams of their 
own."

The dawn of the twentieth century 
will see a new system of education intro- 
■ducoi] into British Columbia. A Normal 
school is to be established in Vancouver, 
.and a manual training school in Victoria, 
anil a new course of study is to be intro- 
duced into the High schools. 

The Normal school will be of great 
benefit to those intending to become 
teachers. Hitherto they have had to 
.content themselves witli such training as 
they could get at the Hligh school, and 
• everyone knows that the teachers of the 
High schools have quite enough to do to 
get through the regular school course, 
without taking time to instruct pupils in 
the art of teaching; and consequently 
-the young teachers have had to enter 
upon their duties without over having 
been taught how to impart knowledge. 

Another great improvement will he the 
establishment of the manual training 
school in Victoria. Manual training is 
one branch of learning which has been 
much neglected in British Columbia in 
the past, but it is to be hoped that it will 
prove to he a great success, and that if 
will be maintained at the expense of the 
province after the three years already 
provided for by the liberality of Sir 
William AJucdonald have expired. 

Then t^P whole course of study in both 
the high anil public schools is to he 
changed. In the High school this change 
will he even more marked than in the 
public schools, especially as the passing 
from a lower to a higher class will en- 
title the pupil to a certificate (non-pro- 
fessional). This will greatly increase' 
the attendance at the High school, as 
those wishing to enter the Normal 
school will have to have High school 
certificates. As the High school is al- 
ready overcrowded, the necessity for a 
now building will be all the greater. It 
is to be regretted that the opening month 
of the new century will not see a new 
High school building opened in Victoria; 
but we still have hopes that it will he 
built and opened during the lirst year.

PROFITS FROM OTTERS. 

Furs Secured in Northwest Waters That 
Bring $500 Each. 

From the Morning Oregonian. 

The most beautiful stretch of ocean 
beach to be found anywhere on the Paci- 
fic Coatit of the United States is the wide 
expanse of spotless uud glittering sand 
which lies bet wen Cray's harbor and the 
Quiniault river. There may be seen an 
outbroken area of twenty utiles iu length, 
and at low tide from three to live miles 
in width, which would make a moon- 
light playing ground for the houris. 

There are many tower-like structures 
at regular distances of perhaps a mile 
each which excite the curiosity of the 
many Coast line steamers plying between 
San Francisco and northern ports. These 
are tlie towers or shooting boxes of sea 
otter hunters. They are built of tall, 
slender polos, generally four in number, 
sunk to a great depth and fixed securely 
in tlie sand and surrounded by n small 
box covered with a roof to protect its 
occupants from the burning sun. Cleats 
securely fastened to the polos from bot- 
tom to top afford the hunter means of 
ingress and ogress. 

The hot sun which blazes fiercely on 
this wide expanse of white sand during 
the months of July and August beats it 
almost to a burning point, ami the wa- 
ters of the incoming tide, rolling and 
etirling over this hot sand, become de- 
liciously warm. This is the playing 
ground of the sea otter, the place where 
tbev come to spend their holidays, 

The leave their homes in the far off 
rocky Islands, where there are no sand 
beaches, and the green waters are eol< 
and deep and come here like people to 
a watering place, to spend the summer 
months in rolling and tumbling about in 
this warm water in a perfect ectasy of 
delight. They leap and play about in the 
foaming breakers nnd polish their beau- 
tiful skins by hugging the sandy bottom 
and allowing the ocean swells to drive 
and throw them about as they will. 

Although sea otters have the timidity 
which is natural to all wild animals they 
are better able to protect tbeinsehes 
than any of the other animals which 
have their homes in the sea. The swift- 
ness of their movements makes it pos- 
sum- for them easily to catch any kind 
of small fish, and thus tbey can appease 
their hunger with the daintiest food. 

No .sharks can catch them; tbey could 
be twenty feet away while Mr. Shark 
was turning on his back, and if the 
shark was directly beneath them they 
could throw themselves live feet in the 
air like a kaleidoscopic ball, while the 
Ugly, monster was snapping bis jawf. 
The hunter is in his box, the tide is com- 
ing in nnd, with a powerful field glass 
to assist his practised eye be eagerly 
scans each coming roller. He has been 
here every day for a week, nnd bis rtt.c 
has lain untouched by his side. To-day 
something may happen. 

All at once he starts and mutters a 
little ejaculation; he sees something. He 
will soon know what it is, for the swells 
are coming swiftly nnd the distance be- 
tween himself and the object he has seen 
will he quickly lessened. Yes. there it is 
again; there is no mistake. It is an ot- 
ter, not more than 000 yards away. 1 he 
hunter lavs down bis glass and there is 
$000 or StiOO worth of beautiful, shin- 
ing fur plainly visible to the naked eye. 

The man in the tower picks up hit) 
Sharp's rille, inserts a 120-grain cart- 
ridge in the chamber, cud there is a 
wicked, wistful gleam in the keen eye of 
the hunter as he raises his weapon for 
the first shot. There is n Hush, a re.-oil 
and a report, which is scarcely distin- 
guishable in the roaring of the breakein to 
the man who holds the gun. Ammunition 
us no object, and, with lightning rapidity, 
be loads and fires his pitoe. That otter wil 
not he more than ten feet away from 
where he was when the hunter pulled the 
trigger when he gets there, and that 
hunter can hit a bounding door at 300 
yards twice out of five shots. The otter 
is enjoying himselt in the dangerous 
company of murderous bullets, which ure 
doing their best to find him. 

Another huge break, r brings him 
within 201) yards of the blazing rille. A 
quick recoil of the heavy gun turns- the 
hunter half round; there is an unnatural 
splash which tells the man something 
has happened. He strains bis eyes; no 
need of his glass to see there is blood 
iu the water, and this tells him that there 
is a big hole somewhere in that $500. 

No need to shoot again; no otter could 
bled like that and not be washed ashore. 
The hunter lays down his boated gun; 
there will be no more otters in sight to 
dav. He sees his game almost opposite 
his tower; it is drifting helplessly toward 
the shore. That skin is his and its pos- 
session means that he will have every- 
thing he wants for another year if he 
does not fire a single shot. 

The fierce gleam of desire litis left his 
dirty face ami has been replaced by one 
of possession. He i« wild with joy. How 
hi- wishes he could get down from that 
tower and he at th* spot where tlie ot- 
ter will lie thrown up on the sand, 'nut he 
must, wait until the tide falls a little. 
One of his half-breed hoys, who is 111 or 
11 years old, is moping lazily along the 
beach, li is. quick eye detects something. 
Like a frightened wolf he lenps over the 
sand and is soon, beside the dead otter. 

With a veil of delight lie Hies toward 
the shanty on the bluff to tell his moth-r 
and the half dozen or so of other lilt I" 
half-breeds what has happened, and 
tbey all come trooping down the beach 
as fust as their legs can carry them. 

The tide is going out now and tin 
blood of the otter stains the sand which 
has lured him to destruction, and th 
ebbing ripples tenderly caress for th 
lust time the pretty animal which hn 
been their playmate all its life, and th 
sea will moan for the free-born thing 
which has always had a home in its 
bosom. 

Some way or another the news spreads 
quickly and other hunters and crowds of 
siwnshes come trooping toward the dea 
otter from all directions. 

WONDERFUL, SCALES. 

Will Weigh Accurately a Pound of 
Feathers or Two of the Biggest 
Cannon. 

From the Washington Tost. 

While Washington is not a manufac- 
turing city, with large industrial enter- 
prises requiring the use of monster 
weighing machines, or "scales," ns they 
are commonly called, it has many weight 
determining balances, and one, at least, 
which leads all others in this country. 
The large scales upon which entire 
freight cars, with their loads of many 
tons, are weighed Are considered colos- 
sal, but with all t'jeir immensity they 
are meagre in the eyes of Uncle Sam, 
who went the railroad magnates of the 
country "one better" by installing at the 
navy yard the largest pair of scales in 
the country. 

This machine can outweigh the largest 
railroad scales by fifty tons, and when it 
is considered that its result must be ac- 
curate to a pound, while railroad scales 
are considered good when they come 
within fifty pounds of the exact weight,

the result obtained id little less tliiiti mar- 
vellous. The scales lire acnrcely two 
years old, hnving been brought hero dur- 
ing October, lK'JS, and set in position in 
the south end of the big anvy yard near 
one of the gun shops. A trad; lends 
from the gun shop to a forge and crosses 
the Mooring of the big scales about ten 
feet east of the entrance to tlu> latter 
building. A considerable period of time 
was required for the manufacture and 
erection of this monster machine. It 
was brought hero iu sections, ami the 
greatest cure was exercised in reassembl- 
ing the various sections of steel so that 
the poise of tin; broad platform should be 
exact. 

Hundreds of visitors have trod across 
thin platform without knowing they were 
near one of the most interesting mechani- 
cal contrivances in the national capital. 
Tilfv ate not mentioned in the guide 
books, and the men at the navy yard do 
not call attention to the scales, par ex- 
cellence, unless, perhaps, a Hat car hap- 
pens to be on the platform being weighed 
with its load of two or three great guns. 
All the lnrgo. ordnance manufactured for 
the uuvy is weighed upon this machine. It 
was built I'm- thai special purpose mid 
has given eminent satisfaction, two years 
of usage having failed to dull its Hi-ilsi- 
tive nature; vet it has done its woii each 
day in n dull potnltirous way, with no 
meed of praise except .from a few naval 
officers. 

There is nothing attractive about the 
scales. From the surface of the ground 
they look like ordinary hay scales. Their 
dedicate mechanism like the vital organs 
of the human body, is invisible to the 
eye. The most intricate parts arc ill a 
broad pit below the ground. Close in- 
vestigation, however, and II foot rule 
would show that the platform of the ma- 
chine is forty-eight feet long and twelve 
feet wide. Benenth the powerful ma- 
chinery is a cement base, laid upon long 
piles. The ground is somewhat low, nnd 
it was necessary to utilize the services 
of a pile driver tn secure a stable found- 
ation. A solid base is one of the prime 
requisites of a perfect weighing machine. 

When the government sought, bids for 
the erection of the machine notices were 
sent to all the leading scale manufactur- 
ers in the country. Much of its tine and 
peculiarly sensitive apparatus was 
specially manufactured for use in' the 
big machine, which differs in its parts 
from any other scales in the country. The 
completed structure is regarded as the 
finest of its kind in the world, a model 
and marvel of modern mechanism, as 
well as a splendid achievement for Amer- 
ican ingenuity. 

In order to illustrate the accuracy ot 
the counterpoise of the huge machine, to 
a reporter an ollicer in the bureau of 
yards and docks picked up a half brick 
which was lying near by, and tossed it 
upon the pluUorni of the big scales. He 
then cosulted a long brass lever in the 
reading box along the edge of the plat- 
form and found that the weight of the 
brickbat was just one pound. 

Turning to the. reporter he said the 
machine is so .sensitive that it will give 
the exact weight of anything from a 
pound of feathers to a pair of 13-inch 
guns, and do it accurately. The capa- 
city of the scales is 150 tons, or double 
the capacity of the old set, removed 
when the present appartUS was installed. 
A 13-inch gun weighs about fifty-live 
tons. Two of these monster instruments 
of war, reclining on a 48-foot car truck, 
can be weighed on the machine without 
taxing its capacity. 

The nearest approach to the navy yard 
scales to be found in this city arc the 
big weighing machines or the railroads. 
Though the navy yard machine now com- 
pels them to take a back seat, they were 
once envied by the smaller scales as the 
giants of the capital. The Pennsylvania 
Railway Company ban a machine at Ben- 
ning with a capacity of 101) tons. The 
Baltimore & Ohio Company has one of 
similar capacity in its yards within the 
city and there is another set of scales of 
like capacity at a local grain elevator.

What is Normal work? The subject 
is too comprehensive to fully explain in 
this paper, but for ouc purpose hi may 
be defined to be that branch of educa- 
tion that instructs teachers and students 
in the rules and principles that govern 
Sunday school work — it, is, in 
short, the theory of teaching, 
accompanied as far tis possible 
by practical demonstration. It 
has to do with the teacher, the Bible, 
and tho pupil. It should be our de- 
sire then, that the religious instruction 
shall be given by teachers who are veil 
equipped, not only with piety, enthusi- 
asm nud knowledge of God's word, but 
with a mental twining that shall enable 
them to teach -along modern lines, and 
that shall command the respect of all 
Sunday school students. 

Some will say is it not sufficient that 
teachers In the Sunday school have a 
knowledge of the Bible? No. It does 
not always follow that the most learned 
is the best teacher. It is possible to 
liave a pretty fair knowledge of any 
subject and not know bow to impart 
that knowledge. But the fact is, that 
so very few have this good knowledge 
of God's word. So then there is need 
of Normal classes to give the teacher a 
(better understanding of the scriptures. 
Again, there are a great number of our 
Sunday school workers that have not 
bad any special educational advantages. 
1 *3o them no injustice when I say they 
need to bo taught. A large number of 
this class come to us. They are earn- 
est, good people and can be used by God, 
and should be aided in Mis service". How 
about the young teacher or the young 
man or woman that aims at being a 
teacher? now can they take charge of 
.a class without first receiving instruc- 
tion in the principles that govern teach- 
ing? Another reason why we should 
.have Norma] work is that we need var- 
iety of method. There are several de- 
partments in our Sunday schools. The 
method 6 for the primary will not do for 
the intet"^ nw ^ a ' tc ' nor ^ ,ut for fm> Bible 
class for .'he senior Classes. Teachers 



and can arrange a course for ourselv 
All fire brains ana all the experience 
are not. limited to the authors of those 
manuals. AYo cordially accept their 
help and suggestions, but do not forget 
that Victoria can do this work as well 
as any other centre, if she but wills to 
do so. As the course is completed each 
term, let all who desire it and all 
should, be given the privilege of testing 
the knowledge obtained by an examina- 
tion. In Tact all teachers should sub- 
mit to some test as t.t their fitness to 
show boys and girls the Way of Life. 
I do not believe in accepting teachers 
for our public schools, without some 
training and Testing as to fitness. Why 
should we do differently in the religious 
education of our children? What was 
Christ's method? His disciples were in 
personal contact with Him for three 
years before they were sent out. Apol- 
los, though "an eloquent man and 
mighty in the scriptures." needed to be 
taught "the way of the Hord more per- 
fectly." I say, Mr. President, we are 
too lax in this matter; we are almost 
criminally neglectful. 

There will be some difficulty as to 
bow this higher work shall be done. 
Two plans suggest themselves to me — 
tlie one is denominational, the other in- 
terdenominational. Each has its ad- 
vantages and its disadvantages. Time 
will not permit me to enter into a dis- 
cussion as to the merits or demerits of 
each, hut let us adopt some plan now. 
This convention might very properly ap- 
point a committee whose duty it would 
be to arrange for a course of lectures, 
once a week say. for a term of three 
months each year. Or, if this is not 
feasible, -why cannot each church or de- 
nomination in this city provide a course 
of training for the teachers and young 
people in their respective schools. They 
can. if they are in earnest. We have 
sufficient talent in our churches to suc- 
cessfully carry out either of thyse plans 
suggested or seme better one. I appeal 
to you to do your part, to help the 
teachers to get that training that shall 
fit them for better service and shall 
raise them in the estimation of their 
pupils. And may we as teachers and 
Sunday school workers allow the IIolv 
SpWt, the Croat Teacher, to so fit US 
for our high calling that the boys and 
girls wdl not see so much our methods 1 Kru d

• Grading; Sabbath Schools : 

• • 

• By Rev. John A. Logan. President • 
J S. S. Convention. * 



The time has come when attention 
must be given to the grading of classes 
in our Sabbath schools. In tho blank 
forms for reports there is a question, 
seeking information as to "whether" and 
"how" the school in graded — Uy age or 
recitation. Suggestions on this topic are 
sought by officer*) and teachers. This 
paper does not presume to deal exhaus- 
tively with the subject, but some hints 
are thrown out which may help to ttim- 
ulatu action along the lines lu which it 
refers. 

It will be conceded that organization 
in our schools can be changed for the 
better, and the time will come when in 
the matter of organization, they will 
equal the public school. As a step in 
this direction we must aim at a well-de- 
lined system of grading — perhaps nut ho 
much by classes, as by departments. 
When the school is organized into de- 
partment*, and these departments divid- 
ed into appropriate classes, the manage- 
ment is made easy, and the school is in a 
potation to do effective work. Grading 
is not a theory, but is as much a neces- 
sity as in a day school, if we propose to 
get the best out of it. 

Under the plan proposed there arc four 
departments— the primary, junior, inter- 
mediate and senior. 

I. The I'riniary. — This department 
should include all children under 7 years 
of age in the school, unless there be a 
"cradlo roll" for those under II years. 
'1 be difficulty in getting suitable teaeh- 
t is 1'or this important grade is freely 
acknowledged. Great care should be 
taken in the selection nuide. The prim- 
ary class in many schouls is a large one. 
l! should have a room of its own, pro- 
perly seated, well lighted and ventilated 

— as indeed all school rooms ought to be 

- with organ, organist, lesson pictures, 
and maps, blackboard, colored crayons, 
and other materials for oral uud object 
lessons. The children will memorize the 
golden text, the Lord's I'rayer, Doxolugy 
ami simple Bible verses. Those of the 
ages mentioned who can read fairly well 
may he placed in the junior grade. Spe- 
cial diplomas are provided for those com- 
mitting the "memory passages." 

II. The Junior. — Thus department v 
include scholars ranging from 7 to 11 
years of age, and divided into four 

boys and four for girls.

'Hie 
limits of their work enlarged and to-dny 
we have nil over the United States and 
in some parts of Europe and Asia prim- 
ary teachers, unions, summer schools, 
denominational and interdenominational 
gatherings, with regular courses of 
study, seeking to better lit the teacher 
for this all-important work. 

In Eastern Canada, I believe, fliey 
are waking up to the need of a higher 
standard of Sunday school service, and 
some provision is being made, at least 
denominationally, to train those in 
charge of the spiritual education of the 
children. AVhnt about British Colum- 
bia? Victoria? About each of us? 
Are wo preparing ourselves for bettor 
service? 

It is hardly nocessni-y for me to in- 
dicate what would be tho advantages of 
systematic training to Sunday school 
workers. They are self evident. Let 
me enumerate, without elaboration. 

1. The teachers can better prepare the 
lesson. 

2. Having taken a simple course in 
psychology the teachers are more likely 
to teach along naturnl lines; they will 
understand the five gateways of knowl- 
edge and will then be better able to get 
the materials into the child's mind. 

3. They can better secure and hold 
tho interest and attention of the class. 

4. The senior pupils are being trained 
for some definite Christian work. This 
will tend to hold their attendance and 
secure more Sundny school workers, and 
only the expert can do this. 

Si The Sunday school teacher will be 
placed on a par with tho public school 
teacher, and being trained, will not suf- 
fer by the comparison. At present a 
good mnny do. 

6. Numerous other advantages might 
he mentioned, but one more I will ven- 
ture — the trninod toncher is better ahle 
to lead a soul out of darkness into light. 

Let me go a little further than my 
subject indicates, and suggest what we 
enn do to give dignity to our work and 
to rnise the standard of teaching in our 
schools. I believe it to be the duty of 
pastors nnd teachers to impress upon 
the bovs and girls, and others as well, 
tho great benefits derived and the 
privileges they enjov in leading a soul 
to know .Testis Christ, nnd in teaching 
' them His word. This work can 'not be 
done by pulpit sermonizing, nor by class 
addresses once a week. ' It must be done 
in some other way. To make this im- 
pression lasting our daily life must 
preach tho princinles taught by Jesus 
Christ Himself. We must nlso be faith- 
ful to our position as pastor and teach- 
er. We know what this means. It is 
difficnlt, but if wo are to be faithful we 
must make sacrifices— must give up 
some enjoyment or other pleasures for 



fully. It then should not be lightly 
undertaken, and certainly should not 
be dropped without the weightiest of 
reasons. Persons unsuited to this work 
should not undertake it, but when the 
right person is found he or she should 
}x; treasured and their hands strength- 
ened by all legal means. It is a case of 
a square man for a square hole in (iod's 
Kingdom; one of the most honorable of 
all places.

The lesson With .nil its details, con- 
nections and parallel lpassa*>'s should be 
thoroughly mastered by the teacher. 
There is nothing like "being thoroughly 
furnished unto all good work." He 
should bo able to ausWer with some 
reasonable accuracy Sjuestions likely to 
be asked by pupils. He should never 
answer anything that be can get a mem- 
ber of the class to peply to. This is a 
place for the highest kind of teaching; 
of doing so by saying little and drawing 
pupils out. Lead them to think atofl 
put their thoughts into words. 

Persuade pupils that the success of 
the work depends upon them, upon the 
thoroughness of their preparation. This 
if worth doing at all is worth . do- 
ing well. Insist that tin; study of Goil 
nnd of man is the highest of all stluly, 
our greatest privilege and of more ''Vital 
consequence than any other 'knowledge. 

Self-sacrifice is required from 'the 
members of the class, bnt ' especially 
from the teacher, for he should be ac- 
quainted with the home s'urrpundings 
and influences of the pupils, 'their "asso- 
ciates and resorts. This means con- 
tinuous effort, but tho iss'ues ave' souls, 
lives, the serving of which .'by and bye 
will result in God's kingdom, in the 
breasts of men. His Yeward; shall be 
measured by the effort liut forth. 
LESSGN. 

He should be original, ' the lesson 
should insist upon veneration of God's 
name, that Cod is .the tairise of every- 
thing, nnd that teod is in everything. 
Should make clear the central thought 
and group the others rou,nd it, above all 
clinch the lending thoughts. It is a 
great mistake to try to teach too much. 
Remember you have only about one- 
half hour per week to impress the facts 
upon the minds of the class. Get pupils 
to think, to form applications and me- 
thods of thought and action. Apply 
principles brought to our own lives and 
action. Contrast the effect of the prin- 
ciples of truth and error upon human- 
ity; the oITect of right nnd wrong doing. 
Show that no real success in life can be

III. Intermediate. — To include 'scholar* 
in ages from 12 to 15 years. This de- 
partment is divided into two grades, with 
as many classes as are heeded: 

1st grade, buys, 12 to 13 years or age. 

2nd grade, boys, M'frj 15 years of age. 

The same grcdos,'*' r girls. 

In this departllnMit the lei.-jon should be 
fully taught. Maps should be used, and 
geographical, historical and other refer- 
ences explained. lu lieu of a map. a 
good outline map on a black-board would 
serve the purpose. This could be drawn 
by either teacher or pupil. In addition 
to the golden text, the classes will uieui 
orize the "memory passages," the Ten 
Commandments (in full), and the Shorter 
Catechism, Fur the latter a special 
diploma is given. 

IV. Senior. — This department will in- 
clude all ages from Hi yearn old and up- 
wards, and should be taught by the pas- 
tor or a capable teacher. Am this class 
is supposed to be larger, a separate room 
should be provided. In addition to the 
lesson taught, the Shorter Catechism., 
with explanations, should be a prominent 
feature. Outline of the History of ';hc 
Church in Canada, its doctrines, gov- 
ernment, missions, etc., might be given, 
and the scholars asked to prepare short 
papers thereon. Some time should bo giv- 
en to Biblical hitftory and geography, and 
olher kindred subjects. 

In this general plan, many details are: 
necessarily wanting, ami can readily be 
filled in when superintendent and teach- 
ers meet -for the purpose of considering 
the guiding of their school. For example, 
lint method proposed is to grade by age. 
'Ibis will be found unsatisfa<c<tory if 
•rigidly adhered to. While a general 
plan is laid down, it must be considered 
and treated as an elastic one. In the 
main it can be followed, hut there are 
'many cases in which scholars, more or 
less advanced, or more or less 'tilOver, 
must be put into classes independently 
of their ages. Of this teachers will bo 
the best judges. Again, I hnve not- as- 
signed the limits of study for 'the -grades 
in each department. The teachers of 
the department can arrange -this among 
themselves in a much morel prrffitWal^ay 
by outlining a limit-table for ; their -guid- 
ance. 

Grading should take plaC'e on -a'Axled; 
day, and may be done Iby 'dral'or -written 
examinations, or be referred . to ■ -tho 
judgment of the teacher. 

If thought desirable, certificates ' of 
merit could be given 1 to 1 the: tiupils .who 
had made the greatest' proficiency, when 
being advanced. Teachers ' are to re- 
main in the same grade,' only' the' chfsses 
change. As a result ' the teacher be- 
comes a specialist in that . particular 
grade, and much het'ttr'-SVork 'is 1 'done. 

It is expected that increased attention 
will be given to -grading. So'mo simple 
plan, of which the foregoing may serve 
as a basis should be 'adopted ' and car- 
ried out. It would' add,' much' to the in- 
terest and efficiency .of the schools;' and 
produce excellent "results. 

One word to. tlie'^upenntendent. Tho 
Sabbath schooMs one,' although it may 
have several det/a'rtmonts. To' preserve 
this oneness let all the, classes be gath- 
ered into one'^rn for''the SpeilFng nnd 
closing devot?6nal'-dxftrcises.
